Total arrivals in April 1997 were 6% lower than in the previcus month but were 2% 


higher than in April 1996. 


The number of Australian residents returning from short-term visits overseas fell by 3% 
from the previous month to 24,030 persons. This was 2% higher than in April 1996. The 
number of overseas visitors arriving in Western Australia for short-term visits deciined by 


7% from March 1997 but was up by 2% on a year ago. 


‘The number of residents returning to Western Australia in April 1997 after a long-term 
stay overseas dropped by 22% from the previous month and remained unchanged on 
April 1996. Arrivals of long-term overseas visitors rose by 14% on March 1997 and by 2% 
on April 1996. 


Total departures in April 1997 rose by 2% from the previous month and were 10% higher 
than in April 1996. 


The number of short-term departures of Australian residents fell by 7% on March 1997, 
but rose by 10% on April 1996. Short-term departures of overseas visitors grew by 11% 
from March 1997. The number of long-term departures of overseas visitars fell by 5% 


whilst long-term departures of Australian residents rose by 3% on March 1997. 


ANALYSIS OF TARLF 3.2 
Total short-term overseas visitor arrivals fell by 7% on March 1997, The total of 33,000 


arrivals in April 1997 was 2% higher than in April 1996. 
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The number of visitors from Indonesia rose by 720 persons or 21% on March 1997 and 
by 23% on April 1996. There was a rise in short-term arrivals from New Zealand of 25% 
and 4% from Singapore compared to March 1997. Short-term arrivals from the United 
Kingdom and Ireland fell by 32% and from Japan by 19%. Compared to April 1996, 
arrivals from Japan increased by 16% and by 15% from New Zealand, but fell by 6% from 
Singapore and by 5% from the United Kingdom and Ireland.

Of the total of 
12,910 departures in April 1997, 4,080 persons or 32% chose Indonesia as their holiday 
destination. Compared to April 1996, departures of holidaymakers to New Zealand 
increased by 45%, the United Kingdom and Ireland by 27% and Indonesia by 13%. 

Holidaymakers to Malaysia decreased by 49%, Singapore and Thailand by 42% each and 
the United States by 5%.

ANALYSIS OF TABLE 9.2 
GSP grew by 1.7% in the March quarter, continuing a pattern of increasing growth from 
the 0.6% increase recorded in September quarter 1996. Growth through the year to 
March quarter 1997 was 4.4%. Wages, salaries and supplements grew by 1.6% in the 
March quarter to be 5.6% higher than in the same quarter of the previous year. Growth 
in gross operating surplus of 2.2% in the March quarter and 4.9% for the year to March 
quarter 1997 was the strongest for any state on both counts. Indirect taxes less subsicies 
grew by 0.5% in the March quarter, the first increase since March quarter 1996. Despite 
this increase, a fall of 2.2% was recorded for the year to March quarter 1997.
